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Spare Some Change? 


Every Tenderloin street has been considered a high-injury network for years. When willits streets be fixed?

On the afternoon of Aug. 14, 
Gregory Blackman, 65, hopped on his bi- 
cycle and made his way up Taylor Street 
in the Tenderloin. As he biked north 
across Turk Street, a man driving a gold 
BMW hit him, hard. The car was travel- 
ing fast, and according to witnesses, 
Blackman flew through the air before 
landing on the asphalt near Aunt Char- 
lie’s Lounge. He was taken to the hospi- 
tal, but died from his injuries. The 
alleged driver, 41-year-old Michael 
Smith, was arrested and charged with 
the crime. 

Four days later, on Aug. 18, another 
pedestrian was left with life-threat- 
ening injuries after a driver hit him 
on Jones Street, just two blocks from 
where Blackman was killed. That sus- 
pect is still at large. 

Two such incidents so close togeth- 
er could be considered a coincidence, 
but if you zoom out from those two 
corners a terrifying pattern emerges: 
Every single street in the Tenderloin 
is considered a high-injury corridor, 
part of the 13 percent of San Francisco 
streets where 70 percent of all serious 
and fatal traffic collisions occur. 

The neighborhood has been on the 
high-injury network since 2014, when 
the city first adopted the Vision Zero 
plan to eliminate all traffic-related fa- 
talities by 2024. It’s a bold and import- 
ant goal, but if you break it down by 
neighborhood, it doesn’t look like much 
work has been done in the Tenderloin. 
Every year, every street in its 50 square 
blocks shows up on the high-injury 
network map. From 2011 to 2016, 109 
collisions occurred on Taylor between 
Market and Sutter streets — the 
stretch where Blackman was hit — 69 
of which involved pedestrians and 
cyclists. In that same time period, driv- 
ers hit pedestrians 67 times on Eddy 
Street, with 87 percent of those inci- 
dents resulting in injury or death. 

Meanwhile other, wealthy areas of 
the city get their sidewalks and streets 
renovated it all begs the question: Is 
the Tenderloin being left behind? 

Randy Shaw, executive director of 
the Tenderloin Housing Clinic, thinks 
it is. It’s an issue he’s written about 
on Beyond Chron since 2012. Time and 
again, he argues, community meetings 
have been held and designs for street 
improvements drafted, yet nothing 
actually breaks ground. 

“The Tenderloin delay can solely 
be blamed on SFMTA folks who treat 
the low-income Tenderloin residents

as a second-class community,’ Shaw 
says. [hey would never deal this way 
with the city’s affluent neighborhoods. 
SFMTA can dispute this all they want, 
but the proof is in their still placing 

in doubt a project that should have 
been completed years ahead of other 
projects.” 

It’s an attractive narrative, and one 
can find innumerable examples to justi- 
fy it. Just one day before Blackman was 
killed, city leaders gathered to celebrate 
the renovation of Masonic Avenue, a 
major north-south route that runs past 
single-family homes. Millions of dol- 
lars were recently spent on the Wiggle 
Neighborhood Corridor, a now-beauti- 
ful pedestrian-and-cyclist network that 
snakes through Duboce Triangle and 
Lower Haight. 

But the narrative that the Tender- 
loin is being left behind is not entirely 
true; a lot of the street-safety changes 
in the neighborhood are nearly invisi- 
ble, discoverable only if you have a keen 
eye. The truth is that the triangular 
cluster of blocks has been quietly un- 
dergoing changes for years. 

“You don’t have to look for more 
than three seconds at the high-injury 
network map before you say, ‘We have 
a problem in the Tenderloin, ” says 
Chava Kronenberg, an SFMTA em- 
ployee who runs the pedestrian-safety 
program for the department’s Livable 
Streets group, which has done outreach 
in the neighborhood for years. 
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“From the Tenderloin CBD and Cen- 
tral City SRO to longtime Tenderloin 
residents and merchants, the neighbor- 
hood has been actively engaged in the 
city’s work to increase traffic safety and 
advance Vision Zero,’ she adds. 

While protected bike lanes and 
lane reductions are easy to spot, one 
of the major recent improvements in 
the Tenderloin involves the removal 
of something, not its installation. In 
2015, the agency striped red curbs 
at more than 80 intersections, effec- 
tively eliminating 170 parking spaces. 
Called “daylighting,” this elimination 
of obstacles near crosswalks aids both 
pedestrians and drivers’ visibility, 
whether they’re driving toward an 
intersection or peering past a parked 
car to see if it’s safe to cross the street. 
According to the SFMTA, preliminary 
analysis shows that these daylighted 
Tenderloin corners have a 14-percent 
reduction in collisions. 

Traffic lights have gradually been 
replaced around the neighborhood; 
many of the old “lollipop”-style sig- 
nals on the west side of Eddy and 
Ellis streets, for example, have been 
replaced by the type held up by mast 
arms that stretch over the intersec- 
tion. The light bulbs are larger, and 
with each change, the signal times 
are adjusted. All this makes the traffic 
lights easier for drivers to see, and 
hence, harder to run. 

Pedestrian-signal crossing times

have been adjusted in the past five 
years as well. This change is fairly hid- 
den, but it includes leading pedestrian 
intervals — which give pedestrians a 
walk signal before vehicle lights turn 
green — and longer crosswalk times to 
accommodate children and people with 
disabilities. 

The majority of these mostly in- 
visible tweaks were done on a limited 
budget. But an influx of funds in the 
past few years means bigger changes 
are on the way. 

“Prior to Vision Zero, we hada 
murkier plan around pedestrian safety, 
and really limited dollars,” Kronenberg 
says. But with its launch came vital 
assistance: The $500 million Prop. A 


transportation bond, which voters 
passed in 2014. 

“For the first time, we had a lot of 
new dollars, and when we were asked 
what we could do with them, we had a 
clear roadmap: Spend time in the Ten- 
derloin,” she says. 

These larger capital improvements 
are in various stages. Efforts are un- 
derway to complete the conversion of 
Eddy Street from one-way to two-way, 
calming high-speed traffic by elimi- 
nating one-directional lanes in what’s 
commonly referred to as a “road diet.” 

The Safer Taylor Street project 
received community approval in 
April, offering some solutions for the 
stretch of road where Blackman died. 
Renderings show wide sidewalks with 
benches and grass, and thick bands of 
white paint to turn the three lanes of 
traffic into two, with wide buffers for 
parked cars to load and unload on each 
side. The SFMTA Board of Directors 
will vote to approve the final design 
this fall. 

So the narrative that the Tenderloin 
is being left behind isn’t exactly true, 
at least in regards to Vision Zero-re- 
lated traffic improvements. While 
people (not unjustly) rage on Twitter 
about the lack of protected bike lanes 
and the latest cyclist fatality, it’s clear 
there is work being done, as neighbors 
and SFMTA talk late into the night at 
community rooms around the neigh- 
borhood. And now, next time you're 
in the neighborhood perhaps you'll 
notice the mast arm traffic lights, the 
red curbs near intersections, and the 
leisurely pace with which you can cross 
the street before the red hand flashes.

The latest high- 
injury network map. 
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Of Immigrants

After a Buzzfeed story about 
caravans of immigrants heading to the 
United States from Central America 
went viral earlier this year, President 
Donald Trump immediately used 
fear-mongering tweets to muddle its 
message of the humanitarian need to 
safely grant asylum. 

“Getting more dangerous. ‘Car- 
avans’ coming,” Trump tweeted in 
April. “Republicans must go to Nuclear 
Option to pass tough laws NOW. NO 
MORE DACA DEAL!” 

This week, another caravan of im- 
migrants embarked on a journey to 
keep them in the United States with 
legal status, and out of the shadows. 
Through a program called Temporary 
Protected Status (TPS), people from 
any of 10 countries are allowed into 
the U.S. with work permits, the ability 
to travel, and protection from de- 
portation. But six of those countries 
— Haiti, Sudan, Honduras, Nepal, El 
Salvador, and Nicaragua — are set to 
lose the designation, most of them in 
2019. That means more than 400,000 
people will be given final notice to leave 
the United States — people who must 
choose to return at their own will, 
potentially leaving family members be- 
hind, or else wait for ICE to find them. 

Daniela Cardona and her mother 
have had TPS status since they fled El 
Salvador for Richmond in 2000. Since 
she was 7 years old, Cardona and her 
mother have renewed their status 
about every 18 months — even after 
Secretary of Homeland Security Kirst- 
jen Nielsen announced in January that 
Salvadorans had until Sept. 9, 2019, to 
leave the country they may have spent 
more than a decade in. 

“We can’t picture it yet,” Cardona 
says. ‘I love [El Salvador] but I can’t 
live there.” 

Working at her father’s immigration 
law office, Cardona knows how lucky 
she and her mother are to have a path 
to citizenship through their respective 
marriages. Short of convincing Trump 
to reverse course, the only other op- 
tion is to push for a legislative fix from 
an intractable Congress. 

But that’s what the TPS Journey for 
Justice caravan set out to do, having 
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Miguel Rivera, a 
Temporary Protected 
Status holder from El 
Salvador, chants, “Si 
Mise puede” during arally 
» at City Hall on Monday,

begun in Los Angeles on Aug. 17. It 
will crisscross the country, ending in 
Washington, D.C. three months later, 
and on Monday, its roughly 20 riders 
made a stop in San Francisco on the 
steps of City Hall to call attention to 
the plight of TPS holders before it’s 
too late. 

Not unlike Cardona, rally speaker 
Christina Morales emigrated from 
E] Salvador, but after 20 years in the 
United States, she doesn’t feel at home 
there any longer. Morales and her 
14-year-old, Bay Area-born daughter, 
Crista Ramos, are lead plaintiffs in a 
lawsuit filed in San Francisco against 
the Trump administration on the 
grounds that ending TPS would tear 
apart families. 

Ramos is one of the estimated 
273,000 U.S. citizens with parents who 
have TPS status, according to the Cen- 
ter for Migration Studies. California 
alone has 55,000 Salvadorans covered 
under the program. 

“Without TPS, without having 
protections, it will be really easy for 
the government to get rid of us. They 
are going to send us with no excuses; 
they’re going to separate us from our 
families,’ Morales told the crowd. “And 
we don’t want that. We want justice.

And we need all your help.” 

With five TPS-related bills work- 
ing their way through Congress, 
the program’s advocates are asking 
constituents to get their elected rep- 
resentatives to act. The more people 
who get involved in the push to keep 
TPS holders in the country, the more 
pressure government officials face to 
take action. 

Supervisor Hillary Ronen voiced 
her support for TPS on behalf of San 
Francisco, calling the impending termi- 
nations “absolutely ridiculous. 

“This is exactly the wrong time to 
end TPS,” Ronen said to the crowd, 
citing ongoing violence and poor con- 
ditions in some countries with the 
designation. “Immigrants contribute 
to our communities. They’re what 
make the U.S. amazing and strong and 
a place that we’re proud of.” 

Come Nov. 2, Sudanese nationals 
in the United States will be the first 
to feel the impacts of a rescinded pro- 
gram. That doesn't leave the caravan 
riders much time to see a bill through 
Congress, but many have no choice but 
to fight. 
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Celebrating the Wins

Preliminary 2017 drug overdose 
numbers from the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention are shocking. In one year, more 
than 72,000 people died from overdoses in the 
U.S., a 10-percent rise over 2016. National ef- 
forts to address the fatalities — all of which are 
preventable — are hampered by stigma, the 
forced removal of phrases like “evidence-based” 
and “science-based” from the CDC, and the 
Trump administration’s commitment to jailing 
people who use drugs instead of treating the 
root causes behind their choices. 

San Francisco, however, has waged a fierce 
and increasingly successful battle against the 
fatal effects of opiate overdoses. On Friday, 
that community — drug users, harm-reduc- 
tion workers, and health professionals — 
gather for Overdose Awareness Day, held in 
the Tenderloin National Forest. It’s an event 
to remember the lives lost, yes, but also to 
remember all those who have been saved. 

Leading the charge is the DOPE Project, a 
subset of the Harm Reduction Coalition that 
has been getting Narcan, an opioid overdose 
reversal drug, into the hands of volunteers 
for more than a decade. When someone 
overdoses from methamphetamine, heroin, 
or the increasingly present fentanyl, their 
breathing slows and eventually stops. Narcan 
is an effective method for blocking opiate 
receptors in the brain, essentially sobering 
someone up fast and saving their life. It’s a 
simple drug, which adds to its effectiveness, 
and it can be administered by non-medical 
professionals. Anyone who goes through a 
10-minute training can subsequently stop 
someone from overdosing. 

Harm-reduction workers have become 
skilled at distributing Narcan. Since 2003, 
the DOPE Project and its partners have 
trained 11,667 people to administer it, and 
they’ve issued 14,141 refills. From the fall of 
2003 to June 2018, the DOPE Project says 
people reported 5,149 overdose reversals. 

The power of such efforts becomes clear 
when looking at San Francisco’s overdose 
death data. In 2017, a little more than a hun- 
dred people died from overdoses, but that 
same year 1,247 community-dispensed Nar- 
can overdose reversals took place — more than 
three a day, on average. If we didn’t have Nar- 
can and a massive effort behind it, hundreds 
more people could have died on our streets. 

And, in the past year local bars have also 
stepped up to the plate. St. Mary’s Pub in 
Bernal Heights now carries it, as does SoMa 
queer bar The Stud, which recently had its first 
overdose-reversal. 

So while Overdose Awareness Day’s name 
sounds depressing, it recognizes real efforts 
that have helped people on San Francisco’s 
streets. Each year at the event, hundreds of 
cut-out paper figures — each representing

five overdose reversals — are added to a long 
colorful installation, providing people with a 
physical reminder of the lives saved. 

This year, there’s something else to cel- 
ebrate. The California legislature finally ap- 
proved Safe Consumption Sites — where peo- 
ple can use drugs safely and access harm-re- 
duction services — last week. While none 
have opened in San Francisco yet, the spaces 
will someday provide San Franciscans who use 
drugs with one more safe resource: a place to 
connect with medical care, and a staff trained 
to spot and reverse an overdose. It’s a step to- 
ward recognizing the positive impacts of harm

reduction, the effectiveness of Narcan, and the 
de-stigmatization of drug use. If we stay on 
this track, the city might one day get its annual 
fatal overdose rate to zero.

Ever dodged a car door flying open on Valencia 
Street? You're not alone: The SFMTA reports that nearly 
half of all bike collisions on Valencia involve double-park- 
ing and dooring by rideshare and taxi vehicles. But Lyft 
(which usually tops Uber at trying to be less evil) wants to 
put a dent in these numbers, and will soon make ride-hail- 
ers on Valencia’s busiest three-block stretch walk a few 
yards further to enter their Lyft on a less-busy side street. 

Soon, Lyft will no longer pick you up on the most 
popular patch of Valencia Street. “Anyone requesting a 
ride on Valencia Street between 16th Street and 19th 
Street will be redirected to a pickup spot on a side 
street,” Lyft Senior Transportation Policy Manager 
Debs Schrimmer wrote in a blog post this week 
announcing the decision. 

That’s a big deal, but the company has not 
announced the effective date on which this new policy 
goes into place. 

According to reams of Lyft data on a pilot of this 
program, your pick-up time does figure to be longer 
under the new system — a whole three seconds longer, 
on average. 

“During the pilot, we saw loading time increased 
from an average of 25 seconds per ride to 28 seconds,” 
Schrimmer says. 

To be clear, Lyft will still honor your Valencia ride 
request, they'll just make you walk 10 to 20 feet down 
an adjacent side street to catch your ride, a practice 
called geofencing. 

But this restriction only applies to ride requests, not 
drop-offs. Lyft claims that drop-offs are far less time- 
consuming than pick-ups, an assertion that squares up 
with common sense and personal experience. 

The difference is what the rideshare industry calls 
“dwell time,” that is, that gap between when the driver 
first pulls over and when you actually enter or exit the 
car. This can sometimes last several minutes for a pick- 
up, but it’s generally instantaneous for a drop-off. 

The idea to geofence Valencia Street did not come 
from Lyft, but from a blistering November 2017 letter 
sent to Lyft and Uber from District 9 Supervisor 
Hillary Ronen. 

“Valencia is completely out of control with bikes, 
cars, and pedestrians struggling to safely navigate the 
street,’ Ronen fumed in her letter, which at least got 
some real-world response from Lyft. 

This latest move is a small victory, but far from 
a rideshare revolution; it’s just Lyft making one 
significant change in a particularly accident-prone 
microregion. This is a laudable effort, but one 
announced with strokes of martyrdom and borderline- 
extortion. 

“The city needs more loading zones to support 
increased demand for curbside loading,” Schrimmer 
complains in the letter, as if San Francisco city 
infrastructure should be planned around Lyft’s next 
couple of quarterly earnings goals. 

Lyft is a very convenient service for the disposable- 
income smartphone set, but it has created a number of 
transit problems, as has its more ambitious big brother 
Uber. Here, it seems Lyft is probably trying to score 
brownie points at City Hall, but with a move that has 
the fortunate side effect of protecting lives.

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Supervisor 
Proposes Labor 
Overhaul for 
Cannabis Industry

Ever since California’s recre- 
ational-cannabis industry launched this 
year, there’s been plenty to talk about. 
From profiles on budding entrepreneurs 
to scientific primers extolling the virtues 
of terpenes, the breadth of potential nar- 
ratives has, at times, felt staggering. 
Whether your interest lies in economics, 
the environment, social justice, or 
health, the cannabis industry has some- 
thing to entice you. 

However, San Francisco District 11 
Supervisor Ahsha Safai feels there’s 
one group that has yet to receive their 
due focus: workers. 

“We're talking about the entrepre- 
neurs and the business owners,” Safai 
says, but there’s this whole contingent 


of people that will actually be doing 
the work: the cultivation, selling, de- 
livering, and moving. They’re going to 
be cogs in the engine that make the 
cannabis industry work.” 

Anyone familiar with Safai’s back- 
ground won't be surprised to learn he’s 
adopted the cause of bringing a new, 
trained workforce into the marijuana 
trade. Before his current tenure, he 
served in leadership capacities for 
both the janitors’ local and the Service 
Employees International Union. Now 
Safai sees a similar opportunity to help 
improve what he’s characterized as a 
lack of “well-trained, local, certified 
people” available to join the rapidly 
expanding cannabis industry. 

His solution is CityGrow, a program 
that would provide job training to 
disadvantaged residents in areas like 
cultivation, retail, delivery, and ware- 
house work. The concept is inspired 
by CityBuild — a program run by the 
city’s Office of Economic 
and Workforce Development 
that offers similar training 
for jobs in the construction 
field. 

At present, San Francis- 
co regulations require any 
cannabis businesses with 10 | 
or more employees to have : 
a collective bargaining or 
Labor Peace Agreement in 


San Francisco's Premier Recreational 
and Medical Cannabis Dispensary 
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place. But under Safai’s plan, cannabis 
businesses would be required to hire 
35 percent of their work force from a 
pool of apprenticeship graduates. 

Noting that part of his legislation 
also calls for the creation of local 
pre-apprenticeship programs, Safai 
sees the work being done at the state 
level to create certified apprenticeship 
programs in the cannabis field as an 
opportunity for CityGrow to serve as a 
local complement. 

“We want to create a parallel infra- 
structure,” he says. “It would be a pipe- 
line for people to benefit from what’s 
happening at the state level.” 

In essence, qualified individuals 
would complete a pre-apprenticeship 
program overseen by San Francisco be- 
fore entering into a full apprenticeship 
managed by California's Department 
of Industrial Relations. Upon gradu- 
ating, they would then be eligible to 
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work for local cannabis businesses, as 
part of the mandated 35-percent quota. 
As equity programs in San Francisco 
and Oakland weather scrutiny over 
whether they can, in fact, help those 
most disenfranchised by cannabis pro- 
hibition, Safai’s plan offers another — 
and perhaps more viable — option. 
“We want to have the state-certified 
apprenticeship program working in 
partnership with our local pre-appren- 
ticeship program,” he says. “We would 
then work together to create a well- 
trained and qualified workforce. That 
means people staying on the job longer, 
being better trained — and in less time 
— and getting into positions that aren't 
entry-level, minimum-wage jobs. It’s 
something that would provide security 
and growth for everybody — no pun 
intended.” 
While at the moment, there are cur- 
rently no state-sponsored cannabis ap- 
prenticeship programs in place, 
Safai believes that a few will be 
starting “very soon.” 
In all likelihood, the 
biggest roadblock Safai faces 
is earning the support of 
the local industry, which has 
become vocal in demanding 
a chance to get up to speed 
with current regulations 
before becoming saddled 
with more. During the 


public commentary portion of a June 
committee meeting for Sup. Sandra 
Fewer’s proposed cannabis commission, 
numerous speakers emphasized this 
point. However, Safai says he’s spoken 
with people who have expressed 
enthusiasm for a CityGrow program. 

“From early conversations I’ve had 
with folks in the industry, they welcome 
this opportunity to have a well-trained 
work force,” he says. 

While it remains to be seen if any 
in the industry will ultimately voice 
opposition, Safai emphasizes that he 
intends to ensure all voices are heard 
in the ensuing process to finalize the 
legislation over the coming months. 

“We're going to craft this,” he 
explains. “This is not going to be 
rushed. We're sitting down with the 
industry and we're talking to other 
folks in organized labor, whether 
it’s the United Food & Commercial 
Workers, the laborers in agriculture 
and cultivation, Teamsters who work 
with delivery, or the longshoremen 
who do warehouse work. There are 
many different opportunities here. We 
want to do this in partnership with the 
industry, for sure.”

This week, | would like to republish an article first pub- 
lished in the San Francisco Examiner on July 30, 2015. 
Unfortunately, this is a question | hear all too often and 
my answer today Is the same. 

This week's question comes from Bryan L. in Oakland, 
who writes: 


Q: “How do! get out of jury duty.” 


A: Dear Bryan: seriously, shame on you. 
simple answer, DON'T. 


One sure way to get out of being ona jury is to bea 
criminal defendant. Then you don't have to sit on a jury 
and, at the same time, you will hope to God that you will 
have a group of people who didn't try and evade their 
civic responsibility and are willing to sit and fairly hear 
your case and defense. Another way Is become a con- 
victed felon and be deprived of your constitutional rights 
such as bearing arms, being free from unlawful search 
and seizure, and the ability to sit on a jury or vote. 

The original founders, who fought and died for our 
independence called the right to a jury a: “A sacred 
right” .... “the most important privilege which freemen 
can enjoy’. The deprivation of a right to jury trials was 


one of the main grievances leading to the Revolutionary 
War. This right is listed in the Magna Carta,the Declara- 
tion of Causes and Necessity of Taking Up Arms (1775) 
and the Declaration of Independence (1776). So, jury 
service Is not a hassle, it is a sacred duty people died 
for. It is part of what we are fighting to establish all over 
the world with our armed forces. 

The United States Constitution, in the Sixth Amend- 
ment (Part of the Bill of Rights) proclaims; “In all crimi- 
nal prosecutions, the accused shall enjoy the right to a 
speedy and public trial, by an impartial jury of the State 
and district wherein the crime shall have been commit- 
ted, which district shall have been previously ascer- 
tained by law, and to be informed of the nature and 
cause of the accusation; to be confronted with the wit- 
nesses against him; to have compulsory process for ob- 
taining witnesses In his favor, and to have the 
Assistance of Counsel for his defense.” 

The California Constitution Article 1, Sec. 16. states 
“Trial by jury is an inviolate right and shall be secured to 
all, but in a civil cause three-fourths of the jury may ren- 
der a verdict. A jury may be waived in a criminal cause 
by the consent of both parties expressed in open court 
by the defendant and the defendant's counsel. Ina civil 
cause a jury may be waived by the consent of the par- 
tles expressed as prescribed by statute. In civil causes 
the jury shall consist of 12 persons... .” In criminal ac- 
tions in which a felony is charged, the jury shall con- 
sist of 12 persons, in misdemeanor cases the parties 
can agree to a lesser number. 

The California Legislature has proclaimed; “The 
Legislature recognizes that trial by jury is a cherished 
constitutional right, and that jury service is an obliga- 
tion of citizenship. It is the policy of the State of Cali- 
fornia that all persons selected for jury service shall be

Re-Prettification: 






Robert Adams and the 
American West 


Fraenkel Gallery's “Robert Adams: 2/7 Roads” makes a case for him as the greatest 
living American photographer.

For the better part of a century, 
a who’s-who of American photogra- 
phers — including Ansel Adams and Ed- 
ward Weston — have chronicled the 
landscape of the American West, pub- 
lishing images that have mythologized 
its contours of land, mountains, and sky- 
line. Adams’ Yosemite photos are still 
breathtaking. Same for Weston’s images 


of rock faces in Monterey and of dunes in 
Oceano, Calif. Photographer Robert Ad- 
ams doesn’t mythologize the West as 
much as he occupies it, capturing sym- 
bols of a landscape that people are often 
at odds with. 

Yes, Adams — who has photo- 
graphed the West for 50 years — takes 
scenes of majesty that make California, 
Oregon, Colorado, and other states 
seem like heaven on Earth. But Adams

will take images of tree stumps instead 
of towering redwoods. And he'll capture 
the descent of mankind on previously 
pristine acreage. Beauty and degrada- 
tion, a kind of subtle or not-so-subtle 
environmental degradation, are often 
embedded in Adams’ images. This du- 
ality was evident in Adams’ 1974 book 
The New West, whose images included 
one of a man in Colorado Springs who 
was deep into ground that was newly

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excavated for a tract home. The Rocky 
Mountains and open land were in the 

background. Adams had witnessed ur- 
ban expansion in its infancy. 

The Fraenkel Gallery exhibit “Robert 
Adams: 27 Roads” narrows Adams’ 
work through the motif of roadways, 
which is one way to understand Adams’ 
search for meaning in a landscape that 
can lead to many directions. The images 
that Fraenkel chose for “27 Roads” 
are filled with contemplative scenes 
of highways cut into mountains, farm 
roads that take the viewer through 
manicured land, and streets that bisect 
burgeoning neighborhoods and com- 
mercial corridors. 

“Roads can still be beautiful,” Adams 
writes in the introduction to the new 
book that accompanies the exhibit. It’s 
true. But what to make of Adams’ photo 
called Broadway, Denver, Colorado, 1974, 
which scans a major thoroughfare and 
spotlights such businesses as “Orchid 
Beauty Academy”? And what of Eden, 
Interstate 25, Colorado, 1968, which de- 
picts a rural freeway sign that advertises 
the town of “Eden, Right Lane”? The two 
photos suggest a manufactured beauty 
atop a natural one, as if the American 
West were a place to build institutions 
that satisfied Americans’ desire to 
re-prettify their existence. 

The competing elements in Adams’ 
images — the tension between nature 
and encroachment — and the images’ 
striking, black-and-white compositions 
are what gives them an enduring quality. 
One art critic has said the 81-year-old 
Adams is a candidate for the label of 
“greatest living American photogra- 
pher.” Adams has won nearly every ma- 
jor arts honor, including two Guggen- 
heim Fellowships, a MacArthur “genius” 
grant, and a Hasselblad Foundation 
International Award in Photography. 

Gallery owner Jeffrey Fraenkel, who 


has worked with Adams for almost four 


decades, says the photographer is in 
the same league as the more celebrated 
Ansel Adams. In fact, Fraenkel tells SF 
Weekly, “We first began showing his pic- 
tures in 1980, and he had already made 
an impact on the history of photogra- 
phy. I'd seen a show at the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York. The big name 
in photography was Adams — but it was 
not Robert Adams, it was Ansel Adams. 
And Ansel Adams’ pictures were these 
idealized views of the American West. 

“Robert Adams’ take on the West — 
and the take that spoke to me — was 
the truth about the American West,” 
Fraenkel adds, “which is that it is this 
complex mix of astonishing beauty in 
which we have to take into account what 
we have done to it over the past few cen- 
turies. His pictures are never didactic or 
preachy, which is part of the reason we 
still look at them.” 

Adams, now living and working in 
Oregon after many years in Colorado, 
is still taking new photos. He’s not 
planning to visit San Francisco for this 
exhibit, but “27 Roads” and the new 
accompanying book add to an output 
that is already substantial: Adams has 
published dozens of acclaimed books, 
and his photos are in the permanent col- 
lections of nearly every great museum. 
Adams, in other words, has left his mark 
on the American West at the same time 
that he has documented its place in the 
world at large.

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The Japan Film Festival stays fresh even as the J-POP SUMMIT was mysteriously canceled.

The Japan Film Festival began 
as an offshoot of the J-POP SUMMIT 
Festival, which this writer has covered 
for SF Weekly and elsewhere since 2014. 
Alhough the Japan Film Festival is still 
at the New People Cinema in Japan- 
town, J-POP relocated to Fort Mason 
in 2015. But on June 29, 2018, the 
J-POP organizers posted this to their 
Facebook page: “We regret to inform 
you that we have decided not to host 
our J-POP SUMMIT this year due to 
unforeseen circumstances in regards 
to our festival venue.” 

The organizers declined requests 
from SF Weekly for a comment about 
what went down between them and 
Fort Mason, so we cannot say why 
the festival has been canceled. I have 
a personal theory regarding the en- 
croachment of some of the most banal 
elements of the United States in what 
is supposed to be a celebration of Jap- 
anese culture, such as the 2016 debut 
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of a “yawn*) drag contest, because 
you don’t get enough of that tired 
minstrelsy every other day of the year 
in this fucking town. 

Then there was the inescapable 
presence last year of scads of bros 
playing cup-and-ball under the aegis 
of Kendama USA, some of whom were 
given Guest Artist status. To be clear, 
these dilutions of Japanese culture 
probably aren’t why this year’s festival 
was canceled, but baseball-cap-wear- 
ing broheims cuppin’ balls didn’t make 
a strong argument for its continued 
relevance, either. 

But thank goodness the Japan Film 
Festival is going strong. Its sixth big 
year kicks off with the latest anime 
feature from A Silent Voice director 
Naoko Yamada, Liz and the Blue Bird, 

a spinoff of sorts from the Crunchy- 
roll-favorite series Sound! Euphonium. 

Returning to San Francisco screens 
after its recent Roxie run is Masaaki 
Yuasa’s phantasmagoric anime The 
Night Is Short, Walk on Girl, about a 





young woman’s very strange, none- 
too-sober journey through the night- 
time streets of Kyoto. Retina-popping 
mindfucks have been Yuasa’s stock- 
in-trade at least as far back as his ap- 
propriately titled Mind Game in 2004, 
and although Night Is Short isn’t quite 
as visually unhinged, it has a certain 
1970s, Bakshi-esque je ne sais quoi 
that is far from unwelcome. 
Meanwhile, Masato Harada’s epic, 
live-action war film Sekigahara depicts 
the decades leading up to the key 
battle of 16th-century Japan, as well 
as the battle itself. The picture takes a 
while to get to the fireworks factory, 
but doesn’t disappoint when it does, 
and director Harada will be there in 
person to discuss his film. On the hor- 
ror-comedy front, Shin’ichiré Ueda’s 
One Cut of the Dead manages to find 
new life in those most played-out of 
genres, found footage and zombies. 
One of the most J-POP Sum- 
mit-reminiscent gets this year is the 
North American theatrical premiere 


of the concert film Namie Amuro Final 
Tour 2018: Finally. Presented without 
subtitles — just like if you were really 
there! — the picture is, as the title 
suggests, a document of the pop idol’s 
final performance at the Tokyo Dome 
this past June, though her official, 
Logan’s Run-esque retirement won't 
occur until her fortieth birthday on 
Sept. 16. Hopefully, neither Amuro 
nor the J-POP SUMMIT are gone for 
good.

John McEnroe: In the Realm of Perfection 

Not rated. Opens Friday at the Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Famously combative tennis player John McEnroe may not be the first person to come 
to mind when you think of perfection, any more than tennis seems like the most cine- 
matic, or cinema-like, of sports. But the French look at things differently than we do, 
to put it mildly, and Julien Faraut’s experimental documentary John McEnroe: In the 
Realm of Perfection makes a highly Gallic case for both. The picture consists mostly of 
French footage of and about tennis from the 1970s and ’80s, of which there is plenty; 
Faraut often remixes the footage as we're watching it, emphasizing the analog nature 
of the medium, including a faux-break in the film with a Leader Lady cameo. (Look it 
up.) The overall game is less important than the given player, in this case the eternally 
volatile McEnroe, who hated being recorded in any way. In the Realm of Perfection 
doesn’t really become about McEnroe as a personality until the third act — a rather 
surprisingly nail-biting retelling of the Men’s Singles Final of the French Open on 
June 10, 1984, a three-hour match that history tells us that McEnroe lost. But judging 
from his obvious thrill in displaying that McEnroe arrived on court at 3:16, it’s clear 
which realm Faraut considers ol cranky John to be from.

Rodents of Unusual Size 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the 
Alamo Drafthouse New Mission. 
Set in Louisiana’s coastal wetlands, Quinn 
Costello, Chris Metzler, and Jeff Springer’s brisk 
documentary Rodents of Unusual Size could also 
have been called Beasts of the Southern Wild. The 
creatures in question are an invasive species of 
20-pound rat known as a nutria, bred by humans 
and imported into Louisiana during the Depres- 
sion to bolster the fur trade. They soon went 
rogue, and things only got worse with the bottom 
falling out of the fur market in the 1980s. After a 
2005 hurricane, the nutria’s decimation of the 
wetlands became even more catastrophic. Some- 
thing of a spiritual successor to the Balti- 
more-centered Rat Film, Rodents of Unusual Size 
looks at the way all ecosystems are intercon- 
nected, and the unintended consequences of good 
intentions — in this case, the anti-fur movement. 
Notably, the haves and have-nots regard the rodents in different ways as well; the for- 
mer don’t see what the problem is, and the latter are attempting to overcome the 
modern cultural biases against wearing fur and eating rodents to make the best of 
their lot. Note for gorehounds: Seemingly every indignity that can be visited upon the 
body of a nutria is shown, so in terms of violence and overall onscreen carnage, Ro- 
dents of Unusual Size is the film to beat so far this year. SC

Former Toast 
Editor Nicole 
Chung Unearths 
Her Family Roots

Many readers first came to know 
author Nicole Chung from her time as 
the managing editor of The Toast, a site 
devoted to hilarious literary critiques, 
sharp feminist observations, and tight- 
knit readership. While the site halted op- 
erations in 2016 — going out in style 
with a guest post from Hillary Clinton — 
Chung has continued her work, writing 
for The New York Times, GQ, and Buzz- 
feed, and eventually becoming edi- 
tor-in-chief of Catapult magazine. 

In her debut memoir, All You Can 
Ever Know, Chung turns her focus

inward, documenting the long and 
complex path she took to know herself 
more fully. 

Born “severely premature” to Kore- 
an parents, Chung was placed for adop- 
tion and raised by a white family in a 
small Oregon town. Writing with grace 
and frustration, she recalls a childhood 
in which she struggled to connect with 
her own Asian-American identity. She 
notes how her adoptive family was 
unable to see the prejudice she faced as 
a minority in an overwhelming white 
area, which only further compelled her 
desire to better understand the cir- 
cumstances that had brought her from 
Korea to the US. 

In part, she began to wonder if the 
story of her adoption — packaged as 
the selfless act of her biological parents 
in hopes of giving their daughter a bet- 
ter life — was more myth than fact. 

While the narrative of an adopted 
child in search of the parents they nev- 
er knew is nothing new, Chung imbues 
her memoir with the added wrinkle 
of what it means to go through life as 
a transracial adoptee. Employing the 
same wit, humor, and profound intro- 
spection that made The Toast an oasis 
in the dumpster-fire that is the inter- 
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net, Chung reveals the gifts and curses 
that come from a deep exploration into 
the truth of our family roots. 

All You Can Ever Know also doc- 
uments Chung’s experience giving 
birth to her first child, juxtaposing the 
fears, jubilation, and responsibility of 
motherhood with her desire to better 
understand her mantle as a daughter. 
Touching on race, family, and the fail- 
ure of simple labels to define us, Chung 
instead offers a masterful narrative 
that proves concepts like culture and 
origin are simply insufficient in eluci- 
dating who we truly are.

Now that Blur can play the Holly- 
wood Bowl and former Oasis frontman 
Liam Gallagher can almost sell out The 
Warfield on his own, it’s easy to forget 
just how insular Britpop, the marketing 
tactic-slash-cultural phenomenon, really 
was. Britpop was for the Brits, and 
American audiences in the 1990s were 
otherwise occupied anyway: boy bands, 
Riot Grrrl, the golden age of R&B, hip- 
hop’s sledgehammering into the main- 
stream, some flannel-wearing guy 
named Kurt and two of his pals. 
However irked the Britpop bands 
that defined the era — Oasis, Suede, 
Blur, Pulp, and Elastica among them 
— may have been over their inability 
to break through across the pond, they 
were also proudly British and well-suit- 
ed to superstar roles at home. A new, 
youth culture-obsessed British pride 
had taken hold, helped along by the 
charismatic Labour Party leader Tony 
Blair and his vision of “New Britain.” 
Cool Britannia set in. The Spice 
Girls went nuclear. Damien Hirst and 
Alexander McQueen scandalized the 
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art and fashion worlds. Vanity Fair 
splashed “London swings again!” 
across its cover, featuring a photo- 
graph of Gallagher and actress Patsy 
Kensit wrapped up in the Union Jack. 

If hindsight is 20-20, here’s the 
view from 2018: Britpop fizzled. Oasis 
lost the plot with 1997’s overstuffed 
Be Here Now. Post-garage revival found 
a foothold via the very American 
Strokes. Blur frontman Damon Al- 
barn turned his attention to Gorillaz, 
his original band having entered the 
American charts and psyche only by 
abandoning traditional British influ- 
ences and embracing grunge on 1997's 
self-titled album. Blair made it to 10 
Downing St., rocketed to popularity 
after the death of Princess Diana and 
served longer than any other Labour 
Prime Minister in UK history, but re- 
signed following his decision to back 
the U.S.-led invasion of Iraq. Times 
changed. London swung out. 

Its stars changed, too. Gaz Coombes 
(at Swedish American Hall, Sunday, 
Sept. 23) is the frontman of inexhaust- 
ibly zippy pop-rock outfit Supergrass 
who rode the trio’s usable life into the 
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new millennium. After calling it quits 
in 2010, Coombes traded Supergrass’ 
ultra-catchy, youthful exuberance for 
solo albums filled with mature, mea- 
sured, and complex indie-rock. His 
latest, this year’s folk-inflected World's 
Strongest Man, comes loaded with 
rhythmic and sophisticated medita- 
tions that lean far heavier on songwrit- 
ing craft than piano bombast. 

Although content to allow band- 
mate Albarn to remain Blur’s most 
public-facing member, guitarist Gra- 
ham Coxon (at August Hall, Sunday, 
Sept. 30) has been comfortable in his 
own skin and solo career since he be- 
gan releasing his own albums in 1998. 
Among his generation's most talented 
guitarists and an increasingly nuanced 
songwriter, he most recently scored 
the Netflix series The End of the F***ing 
World. 

But most surprising is the return of 
Jarvis Cocker (at The Chapel, Thursday 
and Friday, Oct. 4-5), the frontman 
for Pulp and Britpop’s most perverted 
public intellectual. His solo output 
is both erratic and eclectic: two solo 
records, one full-length collabora- 


tion with Chilly Gonzales, and some 
co-writing credits on Nancy Sinatra 
and Charlotte Gainsbourg songs. Now 
he’s rolling out a new alter ego, dubbed 
JARV IS. We know better than to haz- 
ard a guess at what it entails — age has 
made Cocker unpredictable and more 
experimental than ever. 

Aging typically involves mellowing 
out, and Britpop’s former stars are no 
exception. Removed from the mania 
of the era by two-odd decades, they’re 
inhabiting a new creative space neither 
sonically bound to the history of Brit- 
ish rock nor aesthetically bound to the 
image and sound of their given band. 
And it’s something worth taking note 
of, regardless of national affiliation.

Christopher Chen reworks You Mean : Do Me Harmat SF Playhouse, tweaking the 
Albee-esque play to get deeper into his characters’ subconsious.

Even an established Bay Area 
playwright like Christopher Chen (The 
Hundred Flowers Project) can’t anticipate 
how an audience will respond to the first 
performances of a newly staged play. 
San Francisco Playhouse premiered 
Chen’s latest work You Mean To Do Me 
Harm in 2017 at the 120-seat theater 
The Rueff. SF Playhouse’s Sandbox Se- 
ries premieres new plays like Harm at 
smaller venues to test them with audi- 
ences and also to give unknown play- 
wrights a chance for their plays to get 
past the staged reading phase of devel- 
opment. Having premiered last year, 
Harm will arrive on the main stage this 
September, with a few changes. 

By phone, Chen says he and direc- 
tor Bill English found that “the entire 
framing device and engine of how 
the play moves forward, in terms of 
its suspense and structural mystery, 
was completely lost.” In this case, his 
artistic intentions, while clear on the 
page, didn’t translate to the stage. 

When I saw the play last year, the 
storyline of You Mean to Do Me Harm 
seemed straightforward. Two couples 
meet over dinner and then something 
goes awry between them. In my re- 
view, I compared it favorably to that 
ultimate two-couple melodrama, Ed- 
ward Albee’s Who's Afraid of Virginia 
Woolf?. But Harm was less concerned 
with the characters’ histrionic emo- 
tions and more focused on what it 
meant for two of the characters to be 
both Asian and American. ‘The setting 
may have suggested the appearance 
of reality, but Chen had a stealthier 
approach in mind. 

“The whole idea is that we’re 
excavating different levels of the 
subconscious, and on one level of the 
subconscious, there’s paranoia,” he 
explains. 

As the dinner party of four ends, 
the rest of Harm becomes a roundelay 
in which each character is paired with 
a new scene partner. One pair would 
carry on confronting or confiding 
in each other while the other pair 
watched them from just outside the 
edges of the minimally designed set. 
According to the playwright, that 


interplay between who was talking 
and who was watching was meant 

to indicate those different levels of 
consciousness. In the revised version, 
Chen and the director have clarified 
the stage directions. 

“The actors will now really play 
with being inside and outside of the 
proscenium,” he says. 

Chen likes to keep the audience 
guessing. If you consider his play 
Caught, which Shotgun Players pro- 
duced in 2016, his art thrives on dis- 
orienting viewers and inspiring doubt 
in them. It was hard to know which 
unreliable narrator we could trust in 
Caught. In the first iteration of Harm, 
it was easier to take what the char- 
acters had to say at face value. But 
Chen says that in the new version, in 
addition to changing the set design, 
he’s “also made a big adjustment to 
the ending, which should come as a 
surprise.’ I’ve read the new ending 
but won’t spoil it. Like that song by 
Iris DeMent, “I think I'll just let the 
mystery be.”

Eritrea has only been an inde- 
pendent nation for 25 years, but the ax- 
shaped East African country has a capital 
city (Asmara) filled with Italian Futurist 
architecture, and a diasporic community 
that’s but one of many that make up the 
liveliest, most misunderstood neighbor- 
hood in San Francisco: the Tenderloin.

Putting in long shifts as a cabbie is a 
job that already feels slightly anachro- 
nistic in the age of Uber. Indeed, it re- 
flects the ways in which the city and the 
neighborhood have changed far beyond 
the introduction of a controversial bike 
lane on Turk Street. 

“We shot in a Yellow Cab before they 
went bankrupt,’ Woldu tells SF Weekly. 
“And we filmed in The Gangway when 
they were talking about closing.” 

By casting non-actors and using a 
crew largely drawn from the neighbor- 
hood, Woldu imbued Life Is Fare with 
verisimilitude, but people in the Ten- 
derloin have a way of suddenly moving 
away or changing their phone number. 
At least one individual passed away. 
Woldu screened the film at festivals all 
over the world, from Oakland to New 
Orleans to Ghana to Marfa, Texas — 
and even started her own, the traveling 
Asmara Indie Film Festival — but 
people back home can be the hardest 
to reach. One character who “played a 
customer in the cab and stole the scene” 
left S.E during post-production — so 
she hasn't seen the film yet, although 
Woldu holds out hope they might yet 
get in touch. 

The general public will have several 
opportunities to see Life Is Fare this fall, 
largely through the Tenderloin Museum, 
which hosts a screening on Thursday, 
Sept. 6, as well as a making-of exhibit 
called “The Shoots” that will be on 
view for the remainder of the calendar 
month. (The Museum of the African Di- 
aspora will screen the film in November, 
as well.) A nod to the hard work required 
to shoot, re-shoot, and hone the film, 
“The Shoots” includes a number of 
artifacts generated by the production, 
such as roller skates and a photo essay. 
Having blurred any lingering distinction 
between “neighborhood characters” 
and cinematic characters, Life Is Fare 
has effectively woven itself into the 
Tenderloin — with the help of the San 
Francisco Arts Commission, the Film 
Commission, and a dedicated museum 
that always punches above its weight. 

“It’s a love letter to the neighbor- 
hood,” Woldu says of the film. “If you 
pay attention, you can see some operas 
going on.”

Why Must! Be 
a Teenager 
in Love? 


Word for Word's 25th 
anniversary celebration at 
Z Space honors the work 
of Tobias Wolff and George 
Saunders.

Adolescents are changelings. If 
their bodies aren't itchy with desire or 
suffering from the fires of unrequited 
love, their imaginations are running wild 
through lava fields, tar pits, and English 
moors. Melodramatic emotions aren't 
felt as such. They’re just emotions, de- 
spite the newness of them, and they 
never fail to pierce the heart. Adolescence 
remembered, as seen through two partic- 
ular filters, binds the staged short stories 
together in Word for Word’s 25th Anni- 
versary! production, helpfully called “An- 
niversary! Stories by Tobias Wolff and 
George Saunders.” 

Wolff and Saunders’ literary tech- 
niques, or filters, are vastly different, 
but their stories both portray 15-year- 


First published as “Kiss” (then later 

as “Deep Kiss”) in a 1999 issue of The 
New Yorker, Wolff’s story begins with a 
description of a lovestruck kid: “When 
Joe Reed was a boy of fifteen, his crazi- 
ness over a girl became such a burden 
to his family, and such a curiosity to 
the small town where they lived, that 
his mother threatened to pack him off 
to his married sister in San Diego.” 

A black-and-white photograph of a 
woman in profile was published with 
the story. Her face is turned away 
from the camera to the valley below 
her. Clouds or a heavy mist covers a 
mountain landscape. The story and its 
reenactment on stage capture the feel- 


ing that photograph evokes, of recalling 


the memory of a young love lost that 


becomes, over time, a half-remembered 


face long since turned away from you. 
As Joe Reed’s (Adam Elder) passionate 
teenage crush Mary Claude Moore, 
Blythe de Oliveira Foster’s eyes are 
mysterious and alluring. Mary Claude 
dies on the first page of the story, and 
Foster plays her perfectly as a real girl 


with flickering emotions and as the ide- 


alized version of the girl Joe wistfully 
calls to mind. 

The rhythm of the language in 
“Deep Kiss” is incantatory. As we learn 
about Joe’s mother and father, the 
small town they live in, and the erotic 


ry moves effortlessly 
between the past and 
the present. Joe may 
be in his 50s or 60s 
when he’s thinking of 
Mary Claude, but those 
initial experience of 
the deep kisses shared 
between them marked 
him for life. Saunders’ 
protagonists — Alison 
Pope (Isabel Langen) 
and Kyle Boot (Alexan- 
der Pannullo) — never 
kiss, but what they ex- 
perience together will 
also stay with them as 
they grow into adults. 
Published only 
10 years after “Kiss,” 
in 2009, Saunders’ 
“Victory Lap” reveals 
a changed world. The author expresses 
our inner thoughts in a new mode of 
writing that relies much less on de- 


scription. Characters unleash their frac- 


tured, incomplete thoughts and fanta- 
sies. Saunders is intent on destroying 
the notion of a compartmentalized 
brain. Alison studies ballet. When she 
steps into the spotlight in her opening 
scene, she’s at home in her imagina- 
tion. The story begins, “Three days shy 
of her fifteenth birthday, Alison Pope

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mind, as she’s walking down the ordi- 
nary staircase in her suburban home, 
she’s making an entrance onto the 
world stage. 

She pirouettes around her living 
room elated with her good fortune and 
happiness. Alison is an optimist who, 
considering her parents, friends and 
teachers, believes that “People were 
amazing.” Saunders, at once, works 
hard to disabuse her of this notion 
and also to prove it. Unlike Joe Reed,

with her first kiss. 
She'll be contending 
with a trauma brought 
about by a stranger. 
Her neighbor Kyle will 
play a crucial role on 
the day a not so amaz- 
ing man knocks on her 
door. While neither 
sets of parents are 
there to help, the two 
kids, and before they’re 
ready, must pass the 
test that will carry 
them out of innocence. 
If they fail, Alison may 
not recover. 

Danger for Wolff's 
characters manifests 
itself in the form of in- 
ternal neuroses: buried 
nostalgia, regret and 


feverish desire. For Saunders, danger 

is an external force that can only be 
defeated on its own brutal terms. What 
Anniversary! accomplishes with this 
production is to make both of those ad- 
olescent realities moving and true.

KNOW YOUR STREET ART 


The Eureka Valley 
of the Dolls 


4097 19th St. (by Castro Street) 


Tour buses regularly pull up to Hank 
Cancel’s apartment so people can take photos of 
his windows. At least one popular guide book — 
for German-speaking visitors to San Francisco and 
California — directs readers to Cancel’s building. 
And why not? Nowhere else in San Francisco are 
there street-facing windows that feature a parade 
of dolls, many of them naked, who are so actively 
and outrageously celebrating LGBTQ lives. 

One window on 19th Street is devoted to 
nudity, kink, and the Folsom Street Fair, with 
a white male doll and a Black male doll — each 
naked and in possession of a large, hanging pe- 
nis — co-holding a sign that says, “Nudity is not 
a crime.” The other 19th Street window is devot- 
ed to the greater LGBTQ community, including 
straight people who support LGBTQ causes and 
LGBTQ community members who support such 
other causes as Black Lives Matter. 

And then there’s the third window, the one 
that faces Castro Street and has two men danc- 
ing, a doll that resembles a Sister of Perpetual 
Indulgence, a Michelangelo’s David statue in 
pants, and a sign that says, “It’s Castro, Bitch!” 
Leather men. Nattily dressed figures. Flags and 
signs of all stripes. It’s all there in Cancel’s win- 
dows, which he first dressed up nine years ago, 


entanglements of his adult life, the sto- 


when he moved into the first-floor 
apartment. His street art is a kind of 
public activism. 

“This neighborhood has a huge 
history of activism,” Cancel tells SF 
Weekly, sitting in his living room ona 
recent afternoon. “All the rights that 
gay people currently enjoy — they 
had to be fought for, and they were 
fought for right here in this very 
neighborhood. This is an homage to 
that time period. It’s an act of visi- 
bility for us. And the fights still go 
on, like with trans rights. Now it’s 
the next group’s turn to claim their 
rights. And there’s a lot of intersec- 
tionality in the queer movement. 

So I’m showing more of that now. 
There’s more family in the window. 
There are Army veterans for the im- 
peachment of Trump. There’s a lot to 
celebrate, and there are fights still to 
be had.” 

Cancel’s windows also have a functional 
element. By placing dolls in extended rows on 
the window’s edge inside his apartment, he’s 
created a de facto lower curtain, which “gives 
me a little privacy” and prevents people from 
peering inside his abode. People still try — at 
least, with cameras that they put on selfie 
sticks. Cancel says he doesn’t capitalize on all 
the attention. He hasn’t created a website for 
the dolls. People don’t know his title for the 
windows, The Eureka Valley of the Dolls. When 
Cancel sees a bus of tourists taking photos, or 
notices other passers-by who are photographing 
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paused at the top of the stairs.” In her

his collection, Cancel doesn’t rush out to greet 
them. A destination like Macy’s Union Square 
windows encourages people to linger and drop 
in. Not Cancel’s windows — perhaps for obvi- 
ous reasons. 

“T always have people in my window. Nor- 
mally, there are groups of 10, 15, and 20. And 
it’s non-stop,’ Cancel says. “People are so cu- 
rious to see what it looks like on the inside. I 
haven’t commercialized these dolls at all. People 
say, Why don’t you do postcards of them?’ And 
‘Why don’t you do this and that.’ I could, but 
that would be a commodification of it, when, 
in essence, this is just a gift to the community.

you don’t have to pay for. It’s art for 
art’s sake.” 

Cancel’s entire apartment is other- 
wise filled with art, each wall crowded 
with paintings, sculpture, and other 
hangings. His refrigerator door is fes- 
tooned with magnets of all kinds. His 
living room has a bookcase filled with 
photos, sculptures, and more dolls. 
Cancel, who is covered in tattoos, 
is a regular Burning Man attendee. 
His street-facing windows, in other 
words, are an accurate reflection of 
his outside and inside life. Visitors to 
the Castro celebrate Cancel’s windows 
with photos, but he’s good friends 
with many residents in the district, 
who appreciate his artistic bent year- 
round. Cancel, a Brooklyn native who 
wears clothing rooted in different 
cultures, jokes that his drag name is 
“Miss Appropriation.” 

“A lot of people think I’ve been here for 40 
years, says Cancel, 50, a San Francisco resi- 
dent for 24 years, who first lived in the Castro 
before moving to another district and then 
moving back to the Castro in 2009. “In my old 
residence, I had a big bathroom with a lot of 
shelves. There’s where the collection started and 
grew. When you went into the bathroom, you 
got treated to a big show. And when I got this 
apartment, I didn’t have the same kind of bath- 
room — but I had windows, and I thought, ‘It’d 
be kind of interesting to use the window as my 
vessel.”

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Commence Trout Sequence

“There is, you will agree, a certain 
je ne sais quoi— oh so very special — 
about a firm, young carrot.” 

So says the delightfully absurd char- 
acter Uncle Monty in one of the most 
widely quoted lines from the cult Brit- 
ish film Withnail & I. He also happens 
to “find the cauliflower more beautiful 
than the rose.” 

A similar exaltation of the ordinary 
to the level of the sublime occurs at 
Songbird, Chris Bleidorn’s prose-poem 
to the culinary heritage of the Pacific 
Northwest. Bleidorn, a New England 
native who’s worked at Saison and 
Atelier Crenn, uses lots of elemental 
cooking methods like fermentation 
and fire to turn the space in SoMa that 
used to be AQ — which was hardly a 
slouch in the high-concept department 
— into something very special. Just 
as integrated farming goes beyond 
mere organic certification to heal a 
given ecosystem and restore its soil to 
a pre-19th-century state, Birdsong’s 
ambition is to rekindle something pri- 
meval in its diners. Rachel Carson’s Si- 
lent Spring was silent because pesticides 
and poisons had killed off the feathered 
creatures. Birdsong can be understood 
as a response: Re-create the conditions 
that fill the skies with birds, and eat 
accordingly. 

Its insignia looks like the Twitter 
bird drawn in the style of Kim Alter’s 
Nightbird icon, but originality prevails 
at every step of this tasting menu, 
starting with the cylindrical walnut- 
and-brass spoon rest and the stunning 
Shigoku oyster amuse-bouche. They’re 
served with an heirloom pepper vine- 
gar on a chilled vessel in the shape of 
a red-blood cell and paired with a tan- 
gerine-y Gruner Veltliner from Salem 
that the sommelier said would “get you 
salivating.” 

A mini fish-and-chips bite was like 
a pure tartar-sauce bomb, and while 
the stealth burst of caviar in the ba- 
con-and-eggs was welcome, the order 
of this initial trio felt reversed. Going 
from lightest to most intense flavor 
also meant stepping away from the 
wine's powers. 

Then came the “trout sequence,’ a 
wonderful term and the point at which 
the structure of Birdsong’s kitchen 
comes into view. There aren't servers in 
the strictest sense. Instead, it’s almost 
as if everyone in this hyper-open kitch- 
en has a handful of specific tasks, and 
they present the fruit of their labors

to you. It’s nowhere near as hammily 
theatrical as it might sound, and you 
feel a genuine connection to everybody 
and their craft. 

Those hanging trout aren’t just 
ornamental, you learn. The sequence 
is a tripartite course that makes use of 
every part of the fish, the star of which 
is a spectacular fillet smoked, cured, 
and placed inside a tied-up bundle 
that’s lovingly placed on cedar boughs, 
like Christmas at Mt. Rainier. It’s too 
hefty a portion for omakase, although 
the texture is of that caliber. However 
tasty, a horseradish-forward sandwich 
made from skin and roe can’t compete 
with that. The third part of the trout 
sequence, a custard fashioned from 
dried bones and scraped belly meat, 
encompasses a range of textures of 
its own, Sadly, it was tepid and subtly 
flavored — undersalted, even. Birdsong 
can be in love with its own upcycling. 

Maybe relatedly, it’s a little tight. 
The wine pairing is $110, but the pours 
are stingy. And the atmosphere is bal- 
anced between relaxed and polished, al- 
though the restroom plays pre-recorded 
bird sounds, which is almost as silly 





as circa-2010 restaurant websites that 
autoplayed the background murmurs of 
a dining room. 

But then the server explains with 
infectious zest that the boar whose fat 
goes on the Parker House roll comes 
from a ranch in Texas where there’s 
no human contact, so hunters shoot 
them from helicopters. Accompanied 
by a giant clam and buttermilk whey 
onto which a broth was poured, that 
was the first moment of unadulterated 
decadence. 

From this point on, the execution 
never falters, but the rhythm of the 
meal decouples from what you expect 
from a $220 tasting menu. Yes, the 
buttery cornbread is filling, but it’s that 
rare moment when you can hold gener- 
osity against a kitchen. Four pieces of 
cornbread for two people feels calculat- 
ed. This is a quintessential side dish be- 
ing presented, cast-iron casserole dish 
and all, as if it were a main — although 
the exquisite squash blossom stuffed 
with lamb and grilled olives that goes 
with it is best left just the way it is. 

Bleidorn loves morels and boar, but 
autumn burst out of August’s sternum 
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in the form of piece of 
duck aged for 30 days. 
Apart from being very 
concentrated in flavor, it’s 
offal-heavy, with heart, 
gizzard, and liver proudly 
written out on the menu, 
and the broth is made 
from grilled bones. (The 
curved bowls’ mouths are 
a tad awkward to drink 
from, so I sipped from 
the side. The presenter 
caught me, and I ex- 
plained, but immediately 
got lost staring at the in- 
credible skeleton-shaped 
spoon she, a gift from 
Bleidorn. Wow.) 

The last savory course 
was a barbecued carrot 
with elderberries and 
pickled ramps. This set 
in motion a debate: Je 
ne sais quoi or not, it’s a 
carrot. The final savory 
course is a carrot. Yes, 
but it’s probably the most 
magnificently flavorful 
carrot in carrot-dom. 
Fine, but it’s still just a 
small, monochromatic 
root vegetable. OK, yes, 
but please reference the 
above remark about how 
it’s the best carrot you'll ever taste. You 
could go on and on, indefinitely. What- 
ever conclusion you land on, it’s hard 
not to shake the notion that this is a 
side dish that should accompany an in- 
genious preparation of some terrestrial 
beast. We’ve left Portland and entered 
Portlandia. 

The dual desserts, though, were 
exactly right. A panna cotta with a layer 
of plump blueberries above it and well- 
tweezed chamomile petals and bee pol- 
len was perfect in every way: beautiful, 
acidic, full of contrasts, gratifying. And 
a labor-intensive, pine-needle-infused 
marshmallow and yogurt finale with 
strawberry and sorrel granita nested in 
it was good enough to justify sticking 
with the overall plan. There’s no cacao 
in Cascadia, after all.

Given the atrocities climate 
change has already begun to visit upon us, 
the time is right to go meat-free. Along 
with choosing not to fly in planes or repro- 
duce, it’s probably the best thing individu- 
als can do.

But like a moratorium on babies, compul- 
sory veganism is going to be a tough sell, 
so most people should probably start 
with something simpler: an effort to eat 
less meat. 

Over the past couple years, the Im- 
possible Burger and Beyond Meat have 
become the Coke and Pepsi of the meat- 
less-meat world — either through dead- 
ening corporate-speak like “plant-based” 
or vivid taglines like “the vegan burger 
that bleeds” — and they’re beginning 
to move out of the realm of high-end 
restaurants and into places where regu- 
lar people encounter meat all the time. 
Impossible Foods’ plan has always been 
to replace traditional burgers at stadiums 
and school cafeterias, so they're not 
about to franchise from coast to coast. 
Beyond Meat — which, unlike its com- 
petitor, refrains from using GMOs, mak- 
ing it a sort of Trotskyite to Impossible’s 
Democratic Socialist — has found a part- 
ner in Bend, Ore., mini-chain Next Level, 
which just opened its second Northern 
California location (and seventh overall) 
inside the Potrero Hill Whole Foods. 

Like almost any fast-casual spot, it’s 
an agreeably bustling interior with lots 
of “Since 2018” and praise for its “awe- 
some human” customers splashed on the 
walls. Customer flattery goes arm-in-arm 
with nobility of intent, but plant-based 
doesn’t mean we're all hunkered down 
crying into our carob, remembering what 
once was. You can get a Brownie Explo- 
sion or Dark Chocolate PB Cup shake 
(made from soy or coconut) and Chili 
Chz tots with three-bean chili. That’s 
legitimately next-level veganism. 

Burgers run in three rough catego- 
ries: the black-bean-and-quinoa patties 
of classic frozen veggie burgers, a more 
updated version with “umami mush- 
room” embedded in the quinoa instead, 
and the Beyond Meat-style that mimics a 
beef burger. I got an All-American, which 
uses one of the latter patties, along with 
a lemonade and some plain tots, because 
I wanted to see how they were cooked. 

It’s an uneven lunch, with varied 
strong points and drawbacks. Lead- 
ing off with the meatless patty, it was

plenty flavorful, enough to carry the 
whole package — but the opposite of a 
juicy burger. From the fibrous texture, 
you re aware with every bite that it’s 

not from cows, although it’s filling and 
feels like the equivalent of beef cooked 
medium. Its tomato slice was thick and 
farmers-market red in hue, without that 
pink-softball quality that afflicts so many 
fast food tomatoes. 

The iceberg looked as if its colors had 
come out in the wash, as lettuce does, 
and the faux-bacon tempeh strips — 
which sat on the bottom, like joists — 
were brittle and unpleasant to chew. The 
pepperjack-style cheese could have been 
more peppery, but at least the way veg- 
an cheeses tend to sweat out their oils 
works well on a burger. The biggest issue 
was the dry, crumbly bun, the likeliest 
explanation for which is cost savings. 
But the lemonade was refreshingly tart 
and the tots had the crisp outside-soggy 
inside contrast we all expect. 

Unlike the quasi-flagship Mixt 
location on Valencia Street, which fore- 
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Allison+Partners 


grounds salads while sapping the idea 
of a salad (and also Valencia Street) of 
their vitality through buzzy self-regard, 
you really are doing the world a small 
favor by eating here — and with burg- 
ers in the $8 range, it’s not as if you're 
paying excessively for a bit of virtue. The 
transition away from regular Whoppers 
is going to be as rocky as the transition 
away from single-occupant commutes 
powered by internal-combustion en- 
gines. That Beyond (like Impossible) 
fine-tunes its formula is another saving 
grace. Belcampo this isn’t, but Next 
Level’s All-American Burger is satisfying 
and purposeful. Now somebody just 
invent an egg-less brioche.

“I gotta have my hands in every- 
thing,” drag sensation Juanita More! 
told SF Weekly when we profiled her for 
our Pride issue in June. “It’s a joke, but 
when I die, wouldn’t it be great to have 
everyone say, And the bitch hada 
restaurant in San Francisco? She also 
had a fucking restaurant.” 

She wasn’t at liberty to talk about 
it then because plans were still in an 
early phase, but it’s official. More is 
taking over Jones, the Tenderloin 
hotspot with three bars and a gigan- 


tic outdoor courtyard where she hosts 
her annual Pride party. On Sept. 4 
— which just so happens to be Juan- 
ita’s birthday — Jones will become 
MORE! Jones, a collaboration with 
chef Cory Armenta (Rose Pistola, 
Terzo) and food stylist Cole Church. 
It’s a restaurant and a venue for ban- 
quets and private events, but More 
intends for it to be a hangout space, 
too. There are DJ set-ups both inside 
and out. 

“T’ve been looking for a restaurant 
space for the past few years, and 
this just sort of fell into my hands,” 
she tells us. “It seemed like the right 
match for the moment.” 

While More is adamant that 
she'll be part of the kitchen staff — 
“before Juanita, all I’ve ever done 
before was work in kitchens,” she 
says — but of course, she’ll also be 
working the floor in drag on certain 
nights. Wednesdays will be given 
over to an affordable, family-style 
prix fixe menu, and Sunday is brunch, 
of course. The Latin-Mediterranean 
menu with complementary cocktails 
includes “French-style carnitas,” piz- 
za, chicken livers, and Juanita’s open- 
faced chilaquiles sandwich, which is a 
form of magical hangover relief.

“Everyone loves chilaquiles,” she 
says. ‘I’m doing refried beans, cheese, 
eggs how you like it, my own jalapefio 
escabeche. It’s just going to cure ev- 
erything.” 

The plan is to be open for dinner 
Tuesdays through Saturdays from 
5 to 9 p.m., with the bar open until 
closing. And it’s really a kitchen 
takeover more than anything else, as 
More doesn’t intend to change much 
about Jones’ aesthetic, which has 
served her well for years. 

‘Jones is already busy, and it’s 
going to continue to be busy — hope- 
fully, even busier now that I’m going 
to be in there with this new menu, 
which is simple. It’s local ingredients, 
and it’s yummy,” she says. “All that 
kind of magic is going to happen once 
I get in there and sink my pumps into 
that kitchen.” 

For the opening day celebra- 
tion-slash-birthday party, expect — 
well, a giant party. 

“We'll have free passed hors 
d’oeuvres off the menu, and everyone 
that’s walking in is going to get a free 
drink. My passion and love for food 
runs pretty deep.”

We're Getting 
Three New 
Brewery 
Taprooms

Unlike Chicago or even Los Ange- 
les, S.F isn’t a city saddled with huge 
tracts of postindustrial turf, lying fallow 
since the decline of American manufac- 
turing. (And as with future housing de- 
velopments in Hunters Point, some of 
what we do have might be contaminated 
with radioactive schmutz.) But that’s not 
stopping the craft-beer industry. A cou- 
ple years after a mini-boom of openings 
endowed San Francisco with such 
heavy-hitters as Standard Deviant, Har- 
monic, and Barebottle, this fall will see 
several new breweries and taprooms. 
And this doesn’t even count West Oak- 
land’s Den Sake Brewery, which is put- 
ting out high-acid sakes intended to pair 
with food just as wine does. 

Hopefully, they get as creative as 
Temescal’s Brewing LaCroix-esque 
offerings for Beer Week or the In-N- 
Stout that Seven Stills produced (but 
which got them a cease-and-desist 
from the iconic maker of Double-Dou- 


bles). 


Fort Point 

KSA Kolsch and the smoked altbier 
Manzanita have become staples of 
S.F’s highbrow canned-beer scene, but 
while this Presidio brewery is known 
for throwing slightly wild dim-sum 
brunches for Beer Week, it remains 
slightly mysterious. Although graphic 
interpretations of S.F. landmarks 
abound on Fort Point Beer Co.’s pack- 
aging, the general public has never set 
food inside its brewery — just the little 
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taproom in the Ferry Building. 

That’s going to change now that 
the company will take over the former 
Brasserie St. James at 742 Valencia St. 
The space held the short-lived Abbot’s 
Cellar before that, so while brewing is 
in its bones, it might be tough to make 
arun for it. (It’s also on a congested, 
three-block section of Valencia that 
Lyft has voluntarily ceased picking 
people up on.) Still, if anyone’s plucky 
enough to thrive here, it’s Fort Point. 


Holy Craft 
Founded in early 2015, the manufac- 
turers of naughty-angelic beers like the 
Japanese rice-style lager Harajuku Girl 
is set to move into the North Beach 
space once occupied by Sip Bar & 
Lounge, at 787 Broadway. It’s a move 
that coincides with a push for a larger 
retail presence, according to Hoodline. 
A contract brewer like many other 
small operations, Holy Craft currently 
outsources its production to other, 
larger breweries, so the North Beach 
brick-and-mortar will allow co-owners 
Steve Seto and Phil Fabian — who got 
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their start working out of a garage — 
to brew around a dozen beers on site 
and play host to pop-ups while figuring 
out a long-term plan for food. 


Ballast Point 

The beloved San Diego brewery will 
open its eighth taphouse in California 
over the winter in Mission Bay. While 
it’s a stretch to call that neighborhood 
a hotspot, it will join Spark PR and the 
newly opened Stagecoach Greens mini- 
golf course as places to get a beer after 
work — in this case, a home for Grape- 
fruit Sculpin and Fathom IPA. 

As a 20-year veteran of the SoCal 
craft beer scene, Ballast Point is a key 
place for some line-caught, Baja-style 
fish tacos and house-made pretzels 
(with beer mustard). Beyond merely a 
taproom and proper brewery, this loca- 
tion will include an “on-site R&D labo- 
ratory’ cranking out brews that won't 
be available anywhere else. The hour of 
mocking Mission Bay dwindleth.

If you were to ask your favorite rapper who their favorite rapper is, there is a 
good chance Talib Kweli would be one of the names discussed. Jay-Z said it 
best on The Black Album’s “Moment of Clarity,” proclaiming, “If skills sold, 
truth be told / I'd probably be lyrically Talib Kweli.” Although never a 
chart-topper, Kweli has earned his spot within hip-hop with socially con- 
scious lyricism and intelligent wordplay. Born and raised in Brooklyn, Kweli 
developed a literary talent throughout his childhood, bonding this skill with 
a newfound love for hip-hop in high school after hanging out with Dante 
Smith, better known as Mos Def. Along with producer and friend DJ Hi-Tek 
the pair released their self-titled debut album in 1998 under the moniker 
Black Star, to unanimous critical acclaim. Black Star saw glowing enthusi- 
asm from what was, at the time, a subdued hip-hop community still recov- 
ering from the deaths of Tupac Shakur and The Notorious B.I.G. Despite the 
success, Black Star was short-lived, but Kweli moved forward and released 
his excellent 2002 debut solo album, Quality, and reached new commercial 
heights thanks to single “Get By,” which was produced by a then-unknown 
Kanye West. Staying true to his independent spirit that has defined his ca- 
reer, Kweli created Javotti Media in 2011, a label he defined as “a platform 
for independent thinkers and doers.” Tim Casagrande

Gleefully inspired by 1970s rock bands, Sheer Mag takes sweet power-pop hooks built around bold riffs and a punk mind- 
set, something that made the Philadelphia band instant underground favorites upon its explosion on the scene in 2014. 
The quartet connected with each other during their time studying art at the State University of New York, Purchase, and 
made the move back to Philadelphia after graduation, living in the same three-story house where Sheer Mag was soon born. 
The newly formed group recorded a series of three independently released EPs over the next couple years, all of which made 
their rounds through the online music world, causing a storm with their thunderous appeal. After completing the three EPs, 
Sheer Mag centered its attention on recording a full-fledged album, which led to their 2017 debut studio album Need to Feel 
Your Love, which has a cleaner sound than the group’s previous output, although it’s still rife with shout-along choruses an- 
chored by Tina Halladay’s powerful vocals. At its best, Need to Feel Your Love is a true rock-’n’-roll album with an actual fire 
under itself, an instant classic even on its first listen.

She wrote that she bleeds 
whenever she has sex, and she was concerned about 
her partner's aversion to blood, which you did address. 
But women should not bleed after vaginal intercourse. 
There are many reasons why they might—so it needs to 
be investigated. Please encourage ATB to visit a doctor.
